To  the  inhabitants  of  the  ToAvn  of  Atkinson  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  the  said  state  qualified  to  vote 
in  town  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Grange  Hall,  in 
said  town  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March  next 
at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the  following 
subjects : 

Article  1. — To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  foi- 
jensuing  3'ear. 

Article  2. — To  choose  Board  of  Trustees  who  shall 
have  custody  of  all  trust  funds  held  by  town.     One  for " 
three  years,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  one  year. 

Article  3. — To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  repairing  highAvays. 

Article  4. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the 
amount  required  to  secure  State  Aid  for  permanent  road 
Jmilding. 

Article  5. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the 
amount  required  to  secure  State  Aid  for  permanent  road 
maintenance. 

Article  6. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take  from 
the  road  agents  districts  a  section  of  the  main  road,  so-

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SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS'  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Atkinson: 

I  present  herewith  my  fourth  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  schools. 

Atkinson  begins  with  "A,"  and  also  stands  well  to 
the  fore  among  those  toAvns  reporting  a  high  per  cent 
of  attendance  to  the  state  and  in  the  high  percentage  of 
grammar  school   graduates  entering  secondary   schools. 
The  per  cent  of  attendance  reported  in  July  was  95,  the 
highest  recorded  in  at  least  the  last  five  years.       The 
number  of  tardy  marks  averaged  less  than  two  per  pupil. 
Six  pupils  were  perfect  in  attendance  and  their  names 
follow  in  the  statistical  returns.    A  study  of  these  tables 
will  reveal  many  interesting  facts ;  for  instance,  it  will  be 
found  that  the  percentage  of  retarded  pupils  is  9.     The 
last  report  of  the  city  of  Manchester  shows  over  11  per 
cent  retarded.     A  further  study  will  show  that  every 
grade  but  one  averages  of  lower  age  than  the  accepted 
■standard.     I  conceive  that  money  spent  for  schools  is  an 
investment.     The  children  in  Atkinson  are  scattered  in 
four  schools  and  are  few  in  number,  making  a  high  per 
capita  cost,  but  I  think  that  the  facts  which  I  have  stated 
above  are  an  index  that  we  are  getting  a  fair  return  on 
our  investment. 

Six  pupils  graduated  last  June  and  all  entered  sec- 
ondary schools.  We  are  insisting  that  our  pupils  reach  a 
fair  degree  of  mastery  of  the  state  program  of  studies  for 
elementary  schools  before  they  are  certified  as  being 
prepared  to  enter  the  Academy.  A  year  of  36  weeks  has 
helped  pupils  in  this  respect. 

This  year  we  are  employing  all  trained  teachers,  two 
being  normal  school  graduates,  one  with  normal  school 
training,  and  one  holding  a  permanent  state  service  cer- 
tificate.    Probably  our  teaching  never  was  better.     The 
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question  of  securing  and  retaining  good  teachers  is  one 
of  the  most  prominent  for  the  rural  superintendent.  He 
cannot  do  good  work  without  them. 

Mr.  Hartwell  has  given  the  subject  of  music  his 
usual  faithfulness,  and  I  commend  his  report  for  your 
consideration. 

Modern  seats  and  desks  have  been  installed  at  the 
Depot  school  and  new  stoves  have  been  provided  for  that 
school  and  the  Center.  The  next  move  in  our  construc- 
tive program  should  be  improved  toilet  facilities,  begin- 
ing  with  the  Center  school.  This  school  will  need  some 
repairs  to  the  underpinning  and  I  suggest  a  remodeling 
of  the  shed  to  make  it  hold  more  fuel,  to  connect  it  with 
the  main  building  and  to  put  the  toilets  under  the  direct 
observation  of  the  teacher.  State  Superintendent  Mor- 
rison, writing  for  the  Manchester  Union  for  Health  Day, 
January  21,  1916,  says  of  the  country  school  toilet: 
"Wherever  sewerage  and  a  water  supply  are  not  possible, 
then  decent  closets  should  be  provided,  kept  clean  and 
painted,  and  especially  so  arranged  that  the  children  will 
not  have  to  go  out  doors  to  reach  them." 

I  heartily  condemn  the  Sawyer  school,  not  only  its 
location  and  crowded  condition,  but  its  inadequate  toi- 
lets. I  must  continue,  as  in  my  last  report,  to  urge  a  new 
building  for  this  district.  All  other  improvements  are 
insignificant  compared  with  the  demand  for  an  improve- 
ment here. 

I  am  gratified  to  find  that  the  people  of  Atkinson 
place  confidence  in  their  School  Board,  and  I  can  truth- 
fully say  that  the  Board  has  at  heart  the  best  interests 
of  the  schools  and  has  loyally  supported  the  superin- 
tendent in  his  pleasant,  though  omnipresent  duties.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

To  Supt.  Winslow  and  School  Board  of  Atkinson: 

Your  supervisor  of  music  is  pleased  Avith  the  oppor- 
tunity to  render  so  favorable  a  report  of  the  standing  in 
this  particular  branch  of  education,  by  the  pupils  of  the 
Atkinson  schools.  The  study  of  music  is  quite  unlike  the 
other  lines  of  school  duties,  inasmuch  as  four  or  five 
years  are  required,  beginning  with  the  lower  grades,  of 
diligent  application,  before  really  satisfactory  results 
are  apparent.  For  example,  a  pupil  of  the  fifth  grade, 
who  has  had  no  musical  instruction  in  the  primary  classes 
finds  it  difficult  to  comprehend  the  music  lesson  of  that 
grade,  and,  oftentimes,  will  not  assimilate  the  methods. 

This  year  I  find  in  the  upper  grades  many  young 
people  who  have  apparently  grown  almost  to  manhood 
and  Avomanhood,  whom  I  hardly  recognize,  and  yet  these 
samp  pupils  have  been  with  us  all  through  the  lower 
grac?,e^s— they  having  matured  both  in  physique  and 
mental  ability  so  that  one  hardly  realizes  the  trans- 
formation. 

Atkinson  schools  are  growing,  and  frequently  ad- 
vanced pupils  from  other  towns  are  enrolled,  who  have 
not  had  musical  instruction  in  their  younger  days,  or 
who  are  not  up  to  the  musical  standard  of  our  schools, 
and  it  seems  to  them  almost  like  a  hopeless  task  to  grasp 
the  advanced  methods.  Primary  grade  tactics  have  to 
be  used,  and  much  individual  effort  put  forth  to  bring  the 
deficient  ones  to  the  rank  of  their  grade  mates. 

Similar  methods,  or  lines  of  study,  have  been  pur- 
sued as  last  year,  the  same  having  proven  the  value  of 
their  adoption.  Much  attention  is  given  to  the  practice 
of  rhythmic  exercises  by  the  use  of  the  French  time 
language,  Avhich  was  introduced  some  three  or  four  years 
ago,  but  the  pupils  this  season  have  applied  it  more  suc- 
cessfully than  in  past  years. 
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TTie  recitation  of  the  Key  stories,  wliich  was  adopted 
l^arst  year,  is  doing  much  for  the  pupils  in  the  technical 
;study  of  music,  and  are  so  applied  that  they  carry  out  the 
present  sj'-stem  of  teaching  other  school  studies  in  a  large 
measure.  Your  supervisor  is  well  satisfied  that  almost 
^ny  pupil  above  the  fourth  or  fifth  grades  could  tell  the 
story  of  any  Key  commonly  used  in  the  songs  of  today. 
To  explain:  The  pupil  would  say,  ''The  key  of  E  has 
four  sharps,  Avhich  are  placed  on  the  fifth  line,  third 
space,  space  above  the  staff,  and  fourth  line;  they  are 
called  F,  C,  G  and  D ;  low  do  is  on  the  first  line  of  the 
staff,  me  is  on  the  second  line,  sol  is  on  the  third  line,  ti 
is  on  the  fourth  line,  high  do  in  the  fourth  space,  la  in 
third  space,  fa  in  the  second  space  and  re  in  first  spaces.'^ 
Seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  required  to  give  stories  of 
all  possible  keys,  even  to  seven  sharps  and  seven  flats — 
■signatures  that  are  seldom  if  ever  used  in  the  writing  of 
the  music  of  today ;  and  the  pupils  are  also  required  to 
demonstrate  their  ability  to  write  the  same  by  frequent 
use  of  the  blackboard.  Readers  of  this  report  can  readily 
see  Avhy  the  coming  graduates  from  the  schools  must 
know  not  a  little  about  the  suljject,  and  the  knowledge 
laboriously  acquired  in  this  way  is  sure  to  generate  in- 
terest and  enthusiasm  in  the  subject  in  after  years,  what- 
ever the  future  may  have  in  store  for  the  pupils 

Again,  I  ask  permiwssion  from  the  School  Board  to 
append  a  few  words  about  the  musical  study  in  the 
Academy,  in  which  all  the  people  of  Atkinson  are  greatly 
interested,  I  am  sure.  As  there  was  no  graduating  class 
last  year,  no  oportunity  was  given  the  friends  of  the 
school  to  hear  the  pupils  in  any  musical  effort,  but  I 
think  I  may  assure  the  people  that  the  school  is  capable 
of,  and  will  appear  in,  interesting  musical  selections,  with 
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perhaps  a  cantata,  at  the  close  of  the  school  this  year.
